More than 600 bridges in Georgia are undergoing a face 
lifting to make them the brightest sights on the nighttim e 
scene. 
The Georgia State Highway Department has embarked 
on a program of painting sub-standard bridges with reflec­ 
tive paint that glows brightly in automobile headlights and 
can be seen at night from as far as a half m ile away. The 
program has been undertaken to reduce the number ot 
nighttim e automobile accidents at these bridges. Retlec- 
tive paint is being applied to all spans 
in 
the state that are 
less chan 24 feet wide. 
During 1959 there were 624 accidents in which cars col­ 
lided with narrow Georgia bridges- according to James L. 
Gillis. chairm an of the state highway board. Fit teen per­ 
sons died in these accidents, he said. As a result, Georgia 
highway officials studied the experiences of other states in 
handling sim ilar problems in an effort to reduce this need­ 
less toll. 
One of the case histories studied was that of the St. Fran­ 
cis River bridge in Arkansas, which had been the scene of 
repeated fatal accidents. Since it was coated with reflective 
paint in 1959. no fatal accidents have been reported. Two 
years ago, the M innescoia Department of Highways reflec- 
torized a bridge spanning the M innesota River near Min­ 
neapolis. There have been no nighttim e accidents at the 
bridge since then. 
After studying these and other exam ples ot reflectoriza- 
tion that reduced accidents at bridges, the Georgia high­ 
way department began its statewide program. 
According to Gillis, the cost oi painting each bridge with 
reflective paint will be more than justified by the expected 
reduction in accidents and fatalities.

The way new m others over-w rap 
i and bund’e their babie, suggesb 
th at they believe any tem perature 
below7 85 dt grees is a m enace to 
infant health.

Actually, a baby who lives in a 
house w here tem peratures are con­ 
sistently too high is quite apt to 
have a oale complexion, a less than 
robust appetite and a bit lethargic:

grees. Be sure to check this regu­ 
larly with a therm om eter. Unless 
you do. the room w’ill get progress­ 
ively w arm er as the w inter rolls 
on. In w inter it is easy to get ac­ 
custom ed to excess heat and come 
to need more of it. 
In 
homes 
where tem peratures 
are kept too high, it is very likely 
that, the excessively w arm air will 
dry an infant's air passages 
and 
m ay even pave the wav for infec­ 
tions. 
While sleeping, babies re q u ire ! 
even less heat, and are most con- 
fortable 
when 
the 
therm om eter 
reacts 60 degrees. N aturally, you 


will see that there are no drafts in 
the room and that the baby is well 
covered. M ercerized cotton is most 
com fortable next to the skin. Top 
with a loose-fitting wtkjI cover­ 
all. 


1 akv* the baby outdoors in cold 
w eather, too. 
Like 
adults, when 
properly xrotected 
from 
outdoor 
cold, 
babies

changes stim ulating. Try and plan 
your fresh air jaunt for the middle 
of the day when the sun is at its 
highest. 


Be sure to protect your baby's 
skit: outdoors because it is except­ 
ional!'' sensitive. The best way is i 
io dip Q-Tips in a bit of petroleum 
jelly and ccat the tip of the baby’s ; 
nose and chin. The soft cotton tip 
is a gentle but effective aoplicator 
Older children who are outdoors in 
cold w eather should also receive 
this protection from chapping. 
Be careful not to over-wrap an 
infant when he is going outdoors. 
A heavy scarf, for exam ple, m akes 
it difficult for a child to turn his 1 
head easily. When a child wears too 
much heavy clothing, he is m ore 
apt to feel cold because his bod>

More than 600 bridges in Georgia arc undergoing a face 
lifting to make them the brightest sights on the nighttime 
scene. 
The Georgia State Highway Department has embarked 
on a program of painting sub-standard bridges with reflec­ 
tive paint that glows brightly in automobile Headlights and 
can be seen at night from as far as a half mile away. The 
program has been undertaken to reduce the number ol 
nighttime automobile accidents at these bridges. Rctlec- 
tive 
paint 
is being applied to all spans in the state that are 
less 
than 24 feet wide. 
During 1959 there were 624 accidents in which cars col­ 
lided with narrow Georgia bridges according to James L. 
Gillis. chairman of the state highway board. Fifteen per­ 
sons died in these accidents, he said/A s a result. Georgia 
highway officials studied the experiences of other states in 
handling similar problems in an effort to reduce this need­ 
less toll. 
One of the case histories studied was that of tlie St. Fran­ 
cis River bridge in Arkansas, which had been the scene of 
repeated fatal accidents. Since it was coated with reflective 
paint in 1959. no fatal accidents have been repi rted. Two 
years ago, the Minnescola Department ot Highways reflec- 
torized a bridge spanning the Minnesota River near Min­ 
neapolis. There have been no nighttime accidents at the 
bridge since then. 
After studying these and other examples ot refleetoriza 
tion that reduced accidents at bridges, the Georgia high­ 
way department began its statewide program. 
According to Gillis, the cost ol painting each bridge with 
reflective paint will be more than justified by the expected 
reduction in accidents and fatalities.

The way new mothers over-wrap 
and bund’e their babies suggest; 
that they believe anv tem perature 
below 85 dt grees is a menace to 
infant health 


Of course this isn’t so. 
Actually, a baby who lives in a 
house where tem peratures are con­ 
sistently too high is quite apt to 
have a nale complexion, a less than 
robust appetite and a bit lethargic: 
When the baby 
is 
awake 
and 
playing,

tem perature 
should be between 68 
and 
72 de 
grees. B e sure to check this regu­ 
larly with a thermometer. Unless 
you do. the room w ill get progress­ 
ively w arm er as the winter rolls 
on. In winter it is easy to get ac­ 
customed to excess heat and come 
to need more of it.

The best way is 
to dip Q-Tips m a bit of petroleum 
jelly and ecat the tip of the baby’s 
nose and chin The soft cotton tip 
is a gentle but effective aoplicator 
Older children who are outdoors in 
cold w'eather should also receive 
this protection from chapping. 


Be careful not to over-wrap an 
infant when he is going outdoors. 
A heavy scarf, for example, makes 
it difficult for a child to turn his 
head easily. When a child wears too 
much heavy clothing, he is more 
apt to feel cold because his body 
loses its natural capacity to react 
to tem jierature changes.
